Some; doctors, however, feel that har- 
dening of the arteries is not an imme- 
diate; cause of the condition. 


Quite frequently there is severe pain 


in the chest and difficulty with 
breathing in cases of this type. It has 


< also been suggested that occasionally 
' the blood itself may be responsible 


because blood is thicker in some peo- 
ple than in others and also flows more 
slowly in some people than in others. 


The various suggestions that have 


been made indicate how carefully the 
medical profession is studying this 
serious condition, which is now re- 
sponsible for a large number of deaths 
from heart disease. 
' More than half the people who de- 
velop this condition die. The rest re- 
"cover, but must, of course, govern 
".their lives accordingly thereafter. 


The length of time they live after 


having an attack depends largely on 
the way in which they control their 
liyes. They must do only partial work 
and must give the heart every possi- 
ble opportunity to make a complete 
recovery. 


Fortunately for the encouragement 


of those who have an occasional at- 
tack of this condition, there are rec- 
ords of men who have lived 10 and 20 
years after haying a first attack of 
this disease.

The End of a Culture 


The snooty summer visitor to the 


Maine coast is fond of looking down 
his Jong nose at the natives and mak- 
ing wise-cracks about how quaint and 
outlandish they are.

You get a glimpse of this in "Mary 


Peters;" a very good novel by Mary 
Ellen Chase.

She 
was bom on her father's ship as it lay 
at anchor in a Chinese harbor, and 
she lived on the ship until she reach- 
ed h«r 'teens. Then—along toward the 
end of the 19th century—the bottom 
ell out of the Maine sea trade.

John meets - one Bill who is not

It winds .up by .Bill' getting three 


pieces as, his natural right. 


Now this doesn't matter, but re- 


peated often enohgh and by other 
Bills, all unappreciative, of course, 
John in time loses his feeling of equi- 
ty. And the attitude of others toward 
him will be colored by his own esti- 
mate of himself. Children soon learn 
to take advantage of a very pob'te and 
generous child. 


Generosity Is Misconstrued 


Naturally I go to extremes to prove 


a point. But I have found by experi- 
ence that self-esteem can occasionally 
be undermined by too thorough po- 
liteness which the world misconstrues 
as self effacement and lack of cour- 
age. It is the reaction of others that 
does the harm. 


Suppose John gets a baseball for 


his birthday. His mother admonishes 
him to be generous. 


The crowd goes over to the lot. 


Pete has the ball, Bud the bat; and 
Slim the glove. 


John's instinct is to say, "Here, fel- 


lows, give me one of them." But 
something holds him back—the inhi- 
bition of constant reminder. He keeps 
quiet and finds himself out of the 
field. The incident doesn't matter in 
itself either, because ownership should 
not necessarily mean privilege—but 
the fact that he accepts second fiddle 
when, according to youthful ethics, he 
is entitled to pitch or catch with his 
new present, places him just a shade 
behind the other ruthless youngsters 
in importance. Multiply such an in- 
cident and it leaves a mark. 


Start of Inferorlty 


Again, by repetition, they learn to 


think he can't take his part—they 
abuse his generosity; their attitude 
toward him says, "We can do any- 
thing we like with you and you stand 
for it." He begins to wonder why he 
gets no credit. Then he begins to 
think, "I mustn't have any spunk." 
Self investigation means that inferior- 
ity has set in. 


At this stage the mannerly child 


meets up with a new enemy. Con- 
flict. The fight begins between his 
own self-respect and his polite inhi- 
bitions. 


Nothing does me more good than 


to see some small worm turn and beat 
up a bull-dozing rowdy who has con- 
toinually taken advantage. 


The polite child who begs every- 


body's pardon for everything, in time 
Degins to think he's always wrong, 
lodging behind chairs is not conduc- 
tive to self-respect. "Thank you" and 
'Please," while gracious and likeable 
in a child, put a mark on him in 
a setting where no one else appre- 
ciates it. 


Teach Self-Defense Too 


In spite of all this I prefer most em- 


phatically the polite child, provided 
ie isn't getting to be a mask of his 
own real self or an effacting little nin- 
compoop. In that case I prefer his 
(or her) greedy, noisy, selfish, rattle- 
bang take-it-or-leave-it brother. 


If all children were mannerly (but 


natural) what a beautiful world it 
would be. The trouble is that we 
train lambs to compete with lions. 
Then the lambs turn into mute little 
rabbits. 


In teaching the rules of politeness 


we would do well to include the ethics 
of defense and assertion as well. A 
child has a right to that, without feel-

AMENDMENT NO. 19 


Referred to the People by the 
General Assembly in regular 
session assembled, 1931!. 


Be it resolved by the House of Rep- 


resentatives of the State of Arkansas 
and by the Senate of the State of Ar- 
kansas, a majority of all members 
elected to each House agreeing there- 
to: 


That the following is hereby pro- 


posed as an Amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the State of Arkansas, and, 
upon being submitted to the electors 
of the State for approval or rejection 
at the next general election for Sen- 
ators nnd Representatives, if a major- 
ity of the electors voting thereon, at 
such an election adopt such Amend- 
ment, the same shall become a part 
of the Constitution of the State of Ar. 
kansas, to-wit: 


That Article 5 of the Constitution of 


the State of Arkansas be amended by 
adding thereto the following: 


SECTION 1, Not less than a major- 


ty of the memtrert of each House of 
.he General Assembly may enact a 
'aw. 


SECTION II. None of the rates for 


>roperty, excise, privilege or personal 
axes, now levied shall be increased 
>y the General Assembly except after 
ho approval of the qualified electors 
oting thereon at an election, or in 
ase of an emergency, by the votes of 
hree-fourths of the members elected 
o each House of the General Assem- 
ly. 
SECTION III. Excepting monies 
aised or collected for 
educationa 


urposes, highway purposes, to pay 


Confederate pens:ons and the jusl 


ebts of the State, the General As- 
cmbly is hereby prohibited from ap- 
propriating or expending more than 
the sum of Two and One-half Million 
Dollars 
for all purposes, for any 


biennial period; provided 
the limit 


herein fixed may be exceeded by the 
votes of three-fourths of the members 
elected to each House of the General 
Assembly. 


SECTION IV. In making appropria- 


tions for any biennial period, the Gen- 
eral Assembly shall first pass the Gen- 
eral Appropriation Bill provided for 
in Section 30 of Article 5 of the Con- 
stitution, and no other appropriation 
bill mr.y be enacted before that shall 
have been done. 


SECTION V. No expense shall be 


incurred or authorized for

House except by a bill duly passed 
by both Houses and approved by the 
Governor.

with this Amendment are hereby re- 
pealed insofar as they are in conflict 
herewith, and this Amendment shall 
be self-executing and shall take and 
lave full effect immediately upon its 
idoptiou by the electors of the State.

Floyd 
emptied his gun, handed it hack and 
fled.
